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jONUMENTAL  BRASSES  are  among  the  oldest  memorials  of  the  departed  left 
in  our  Ecclesiastical  buildings,  and,  despite  the  spoliation  of  fanaticism  in  one  age, 
and   of   ignorance   and    dishonesty   in    another,   they   still    abound    in    many   parts    of 

our   country.     More   than   2,000   were    said    to    exist,   of  which    there    are    no  less    than   between 

400   to   500   examples   of    great   interest   in   the   County   of    Kent. 


It  has  been  the  custom  in  all  ages  to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  the  departed  in  some 
lasting  form,  and  in  this  respect  the  wisdom  of  our  ancestors,  in  their  choice  of  brass,  has  been 
proved  by  the  still  perfect  condition  of  those  which  have,  by  accident  or  the  piety  of  their 
guardians,  been  preserved  from  the  frenzy  of  the  iconoclast,  or  the  sacriligious  hand  of  the 
thief.  All  reUgious  monuments  owi^their  origin  to  the  desire  of  the  survivors,  whether  from 
high  religious  motives,  or  mere  purposes  of  family  glorification,  to  keep  in  memory  the  departed, 
and  to  mark  the  spot  where  their  dust  awaits  the  trump  of  God,  to  arise  and  come  together 
again,    "  bone   to   his   bone." 

In  Patriarchal  times,  the  memorials  of  the  dead  were  set  up  over  their  burial  places, 
irrespective  of  any  special  or  sacred  locality.  The  Jews,  when  rich  enough,  purchased  the 
ground,   and   built   their   tombs   or   sepulchres. 

In  the  Christian  Era,  about  the  time  of  Gregory  the  Great,  leave  was  obtained  to 
use  the  churches,  and  the  land  adjoining,  for  burial,  but  their  permission  was  by  the  9th 
canon,  "  De  non  sepetjendo  in  ecclesus,"  limited  to  the  priests  and  monks,  or  other  holy  persons, 
who,  by  their  past  lives,  might  deserve  this  peculiar  favour.  In  the  churches  and  church- 
yards, monuments  were  placed  of  various  sorts,  sizes,  and  designs ;  but  it  must  have  soon 
become  obvious,  that  the  large  stone  coffins,  placed  in  many  cases  upon  the  floor  of  the 
church,  with  the  carved  devices  which  adorned  them,  the  Christian  symbols,  such  as  the  warrior's 
sword,  the  Bishop's  crozier  or  pastoral  staff ;  and  sometimes  the  recumbent  figure  of  the 
deceased,  carved  in  stone,  were  too  cumbrous,  and  too  liable  to  rapid  decay,  to  admit  of 
multiplication,  without  serious  inconvenience.  Hence  the  invention  of  brass  memorials,  which 
combiae  the  desiderata  of  convenience  and  durability;  for  fiat  slabs,  with  inlaid  plates  of  brass 
or  latten,  offered  no  obstruction  to  the  living  worshippers,  and  did  not  take  up  the  space 
monopohzed  by  Altar  tombs  and  figures  sculptured  in  reUef.  Moreover,  they  served  to  beautify 
and   garnish   the   churches,   in    which   they   were   placed. 

The  durabihty  of  Monumental  Brasses  has  been  abundantly  proved,  in  the  cases  of  many 
of  these  memorials,  on  which  the  almost  perfect  outline  of  the  figure  can  be  traced,  and 
the  pious  inscription  read,  after  undergoing  the  tread  of  worshippers  and  the  pail  and  broom 
of     the    church    cleaner   for   some   centuries. 


Thus  are  still  found  brasses  of  the  13th  or  14th  centuries,  almost  as  perfect  (except 
in  their  coloring)  as  when  first  laid  down ;  while  many  stone  figures  are  entirely  defaced,  and 
many   more  utterly   broken,   and   destroyed. 

These  simple  and  highly  effective  brass  memoi-ials  are  specially  interesting  to  the 
Archaeologist,  Historian,  or  Artist,  because  they  show,  as  in  a  picture,  those  of  bygone  ages. 
Thus  we  find  a  wonderful  light  thrown  upon  the  costume,  and  habit  of  our  ancestors.  The 
Prince,  the  Noble,  the  Lady,  the  Knight  (Templar  or  Banneret)  the  Ecclesiastic,  the  Lawyer, 
the  Merchant,  the  Artisan,  each  depicted  in  his,  or  her  appropriate  costume  or  attitude.  The 
furred  robe  of  the  Judge,  the  sword  or  crossed  leg  of  the  Knight,  the  bag  of  the  Merchant, 
the  armour  of  the  Soldier,  in  varying  fashions  according  to  the  age ;  the  unvarying  vestment  of 
the  Priest,  the  jewels  of  the  Lady,  the  wimple  of  the  "Widow,  in  their  manner  presenting  to 
us,  over  the  very  spot  where  their  bodies  lie — and  have  lain  for  centuries,  real  or  as  in  more 
modem  days,   fanciful   representations   of   those   commemorated. 

Shakespeare  has  spoken  of  Monumental  Brasses,  and  represents  the  King  of  Navarre,  in 
Love's  Labour  Lost,  (Act  I.,  Scene  1)  as  saying,  ""Let  fame  that  all  hunt  after  in  their 
lives,  live  registered  upon  our  brazen  tombs."  Many  useful  pm-poses  to  which  we  have 
already    alluded,    are    secm-ed  by    these    interesting   and    enduring   Monumental   Brasses. 

To  the  Genealogist,  who  traces  the  families,  and  shews  the  descent  of  living  persons,  from 
the  illustrious  of  former  times,  they  afi'ord  authentic  evidence  of  those  long  passed  away ;  the 
inscriptions  frequently  being  found  intact,  where  other  details  have  been  torn  away  or  obliterated. 

To  the  Herald,  they  furnish  examples  of  the  original  usage  in  bearing  arms,  and  give 
authorities   in   the   appropriation   and   adjustment   of  badges,   and   other  personal   devices. 

The  Architect,  will  see  in  the  beautiful  canopies  so  often  found,  particularly  in  the  larger 
and  more  important  brasses,  the  details  and  arrangements,  and  the  characteristics  of  each 
successive   style   of  his   art. 

The  Artist,  has  examples  in  the  earliest  of  these  engravings  of  the  beauty  and  excellence 
of  his  work ;  and  can  trace,  as  they  come  down  nearer  to  our  own  times,  their  gradual  deterio- 
ration ;  for  so  it  is,  that  the  earhest  are  the  best,  and  the  latest  (for  they  come  down  to  the 
17th  Century)  are  the  most  tasteless  and  badly  executed. 

The  Chronologist,  may  be  helped  by  the  study  of  these  monuments,  to  determine,  and 
fix  the   dates   of  many   important   events   of  history. 

The  Antiquai-y,  may  gain  much  general  information,  as  to  the  writing  and  printing  of 
different  ages,  and  the  formation  of  letters,  and  their  continuations  and  abbreviations,  and  so 
be  enabled  by  their  help,  to  decipher  other  ancient  engravings,  such  as  seals,  coins,  medals, 
inscriptions  on    the   painted   windows,  illuminated   MSS.,    &c.,    &c. 

So  much  for  their  use  and  interest  ;  we  may  learn  also  a  lesson  of  piety  and 
hnmility    from     these    memorials    of    ancient    days.       The    attitude    of    the    figure    lying     with 


hands  closed,  in  prayer,  reminds  us  of  the  continual  cry  of  the  souls  beneath  the  altar, 
unuttered,  but  yet  ever  ascending  to  the  Throne  ot  God,  from  all  His  Saints,  who,  though 
they  be  dead,  yet  live  in  Him.  Sometimes,  one  hand  only  is  raised  in  prayer,  that  the 
other  may  be  linked  in  that  of  husband  or  wife  (like  that  of  Heme  in  Kent,  and  Drayest 
in  Wiltshire)  ;  or,  if  of  a  soldier,  the  figure  sleeping  with  one  hand  resting  on  the  hilt  of  the 
sheathed  sword,  intimating,  perhaps,  that  the  fight  has  been  fought,  and  the  victory  won,  by 
the  Lord's  help,  through  the  sword  of  the  Spirit,  and  that  the  warrior  now  rests  in  peace. 
The  ecclesiastic,  holding  the  pastoral  staff  in  one  hand,  while  the  other  one  is  represented  raised 
in  the  act  of  benediction,  showing  only  three  fingers,  symbols  of  the  office  and  duty  of  a  Christian 
Shepherd,  whoso  orders  are  indelible,  whose  gift  and  calling  are  irrevocable,  and  who  is  only 
resting  from  his  work  for  a  little  season.  In  the  attitude  above  mentioned  is  conveyed  to  us  the 
lesson  of  faith  and  humility — faith  in  God,  whose  gifts  and  callings  are  without  repentance ; 
humility,  in  confessing  that  in  us,  is  no  inherent  power  or  virtue,  but  that  the  priest  is  only  the 
minister  of  blessing  from  the  Triune  God,  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost. 

The  forms  and  attitudes  of  these  Memorial  Brasses,  are  all  more  suggestive  of  true  piety  and 
humility,  and  of  the  present  condition  of  peace  and  restful  waiting,  than  the  unbecoming 
attitudes  of  many  of  our  more  modern  devices,  such  as  figures  reclining  on  their  elbows,  as  if  on 
sofas,  or  sitting  on  a  chair,  reading  a  book,  or  standing  as  a  senator  or  lawyer  addressing  an 
audience. 

The  inscriptions  found  on  most  of  these  brasses,  contrast  favourably  in  humility  and  piety, 
with  the  majority  of  those  of  more  modern  times,  though  we  thankfully  acknowledge  that  the 
vain  pride  and  boasting  epitaphs  of  the  last  century,  have  given  place  generally  to  a  style,  more 
after  the  modest  pattern  of  our  ancestors  of  the  Christian  Era.  There  we  find,  over  and  over 
again,  "  Hie  jacet  ....  cujus  animce  propitiettiSLjDeus.  Amen."  Here  lies  so  and  so,  whose 
soul  may  God  pardon ;  or,  on  a  scroll  proceeding  from  the  hand  or  mouth,  these  or  similar 
words,  "  Dnmhu  miserere  mei,"  and  "  Exultabo  in  Deo  Jesu  Meo."  We  cannot  but  admire,  and 
we  vyould  do  well  to  learn,  the  lesson  handed  down  to  us  in  most  of  the  Monumental  Brasses,  and 
their  inscriptions^the  attitudes  of  rest  and  prayer,  and  the  humility  and  piety  of  the  inscriptions — 
so  much  better  than  the  doggrel  lines,  and  the  Pharasaic  boasts,  which  disfigure  so  many  of  the  later 
monuments.  "  For,  after  all,  upon  his  tomb  is  seen,  not  what  he  was,  but  what  he  should 
have  been." 

Our  ancestors,  though  dead,  speak  to  us  in  these  beautiful  and  simple  brasses,  with  powerful, 
though  silent  eloquence.  I  believe  the  earliest  brass  of  which  we  have  any  record,  says  the  Eev. 
Chas.  Boutell  in  his  book,  published  in  1847,  was  that  of  Simon  de  Beauchamp,  who  died  before 
1208,  thus  mentioned  by  Leland  :  "  He  lyeth  afore  the  highe  altare  of  S.  Paul's  Church,  in  Bedeford, 
with  this  epitaphie,  graven  in  brass  and  set  on  a  flat  marble  stone.  De  bello  cgmpo  jacet  hie  sub 
marmore  Simon  Foundator  de  Neweham." 

Several  others  of  the  thirteenth  century,  enumerated  by  Gough,  are  now  lost ;  at  the  present 
time,  I  believe,  the  earhest  known  brass  is  that  of  Sir  John  d'Abernon,  at  Stoke  d'Abernon,  Surrey, 
(date  1277)  ;     another  at  Trimipington,  near  Cambridge,  of  Sir  Eoger  de  Trumpington  (date  1289), 


The  latest  observed  example,  is  said  by  Dr.  Hooke,  to  be  in  St.  Mary  Cray  Church  (date  1773). 
Mr.  Boutell  gives  the  latest  as  1638,  of  Sir  Edward  Filmer  and  Family,  at  East  Sutton : 
so,  taking  either  of  these  authorities,  we  may  claim  the  honour  of  the  fifth  in  point  of  antiquity, 
that  of  Sh  Robert  de  Septvans,  at  Chartham,  1306,  and  the  last  of  a  series  of  these  interesting 
remains;    not  of  course  reckoning   as  "remains"  the  beautiful  revivals  of  om-   own  day. 

While  the  introduction  of  brass  memorials  beautified  and  enriched  the  churches,  without 
encumbering  them,  they  no  doubt  had  the  disadvantage  of  offering  temptations  to  the  greed  of  the 
ruthless  irreverent  thieves  of  the  Eeformation  and  Civil  War. 

Drake,  the  historian  of  York,  thus  mentions  the  spoliation  which,  as  Dr.  Hooke  says,  is 
worth  volumes  of  more  particulars: — "Let  no  man  hereafter  say,  '  Exegi  monumentum  cera 
perennius,"  for  now  an  "  aris  sacra  fames "  has  robbed  us  of  most  of  the  ancient  monumental 
inscriptions  that  were  in  the  Church.  At  the  Reformation,  the  hair-brained  zeal  began  to  show 
itseK  against  painted  glass,  stone  statues,  and  gravestones,  many  of  which  were  utterly  defaced 
and  destroyed,  along  with  other  more  valuable  monuments  of  the  Church,  till  Queen  Elizabeth 
put  a  stop  to  their  most  scandalous  doings  by  an  express  Act  of  Parliament.  In  our  late  civil 
war,  and  during  the  usurpation,  our  zealots  began  again  their  depredations  on  gravestones,  and 
stripped  and  pillaged  to  the  minutest  piece  of  metal.  I  know  it  is  urged  that  their  hatred  to 
Popery  was  so  great  that  they  could  not  endure  to  see  an  orate  pro  animd  or  even  a  cross  over  a 
monument  without  defacing  it,  but  it  is  plain  that  it  was  more  the  lucre  of  the  brass  than  zeal  which 
tempted  these  miscreants  to  their  act,  for  there  was  no  gravestone  which  had  an  inscription  cut  on 
itself,  that  was  defaced  by  anything  but  age  throughout  the  whole  church  (York)." 

In  the  county  of  Kent  there  are  twenty-four  important  examples  mentioned  by  the  Rev. 
Charles  Boutel  in  his  book,  "  Monumantal  Brasses  and  Slabs,  1847,"  of  which  no  less  than 
ten  are  of  the  14th  century  and  eleven  of  the  15th  century.  I  have  mentioned  others,  which  are 
of  equal  interest  and  many  of  them  bearing  the  familiar  names  of  Filmer,  Lombarde,  Bullen, 
Gore,  &c.,  connect  the  present  with  the  past  and  tell  us  of  fallen  greatness,  or  of  the  tenacious 
bond  between  the  soil  and  the  family  settled  upon  it. 

I  trust  that  my  book  treating  of  the  Kent  Brasses  may  excite  an  interest  in  these  valuable 
memorials  of  the  past,  and  encourage  all  to  whose  custody  they  are  entrusted  to  conserve  them 
with  pious  care,  and  suggest  an  appropriate  form  of  memorial  for  those  we  love,  and  whose  memories 
we  desire  to  preserve. 

I  hope  to  be  able  to  complete  the  publication  of  all  the  remaining  brasses  in  Kent,  which 
the  issue  of  a  second  volume  will  enable  me  to  do.  If  any  of  my  subscribers  will  indicate  to  me 
brasses  of  interest  not  generally  known  I  shall  be  obliged.

— Under  a  double 
canopy  ;  parts  of  the  shafts  and  one  pinnacle  are  lost ;  the 
Effigies  are  well  preserved,  the  figure  of  the  Knight  being 
similar  to  those  on  pages,  2,  32,  33,  34,  39,  and  40,  that 
of  the  Lady,  with  the  exception  of  the  Head-dress,  as  on 
page  37.  The  Head-dress  is  arranged  with  the  hair  col- 
lected into  a  bunch  on  either  side  of  the  forehead,  and  there 
enclosed  in  an  enriched  caul,  while  the  upper  part  of  the 
head  is  covered  by  a  close  coverchef,  descending  to  the 
shoulders. 

Wm.  Snayth  was  Sheriff  in  the  7th  of  Henry  IV.,  and  he 
became  Lord  of  the  Manor  of  Addington  through  his  marriage  with 
Alicia  Charles,  sister  and  co-heir  of  Kobert  Charles,  Lord  of  that 
Manor.

— The  Knight  is 
represented  as  wearing  a  vizored  salade,  having  the  vizor 
raised  to  display  the  countenance.  The  armour  is  charac- 
teristic of  the  important  changes  in  defensive  mihtary 
appointments,  which  the  altered  nature  of  offensive  weapons 
brought  gradually  into  use.  The  most  remarkable  novelties 
here  apparent  are  the  pauldrons  for  the  protection  of  the 
shoulders,  and  the  enormous  elbow-plates  or  coudieres,  in 
both  instances  differing  one  side  from  the  other.  The 
sword  is  girded  in  front,  crossing  from  right  to  left.  The 
Costume  of  the  Lady  is  simple  but  elegant,  with  fur  collar 
and  cuffs  ;  she  wears  the  mitred  or  horned  head-dress  ;  see 
pages  27,  30,  56,  for  similar  examples. 

This  Eobert  Watton's  grandmother  was  Alicia,  daughter  of 
that  William  Snayth  whose  monumental  brass  is  on  page  1.  His 
father  was  William  Watton,  who  married  Benedicta  at  Towne,  one 
of  the  co-heirs  of  Thomas  at  Towne,  of  Town  Place,  in  Throwley. 
The  Lady  whose  effigy  appears  upon  this  brass  was  Alicia,  daughter 
of  John  Clerk,  of  Wrotham,  one  of  the  Barons  of  the  King's 
Exchequer.

Nu.  4.  Represents  a  Knight  in  Armour  ;  about  1426. 

No.  5.  Represents  a  Knight  in  Armour;  about  1440,  and  probably 
commemorates  Robert  Watton,  husband  of  Ahcia  Snayth. 
He  died  in  1444. 

No.  6.  Half  Effigy  of  Priest,  holding  in  his  hand  the  chalice  and 
wafer.  Commemorates  Thomas  C.'haworth,  who  was  rector 
of  Addington  and  of  Long  Melford,  Suffolk,  and  also  one  of 
the  Clerks  in  the  King's  Chancery.  He  was  a  cousin  of 
Elizabeth,  wife  of  Robert  Watton.

No.  7  Cheistopheb  Septvans  (alias  Haeflete)  and  Wife  :  1602. — Fine 
example  of  the  steel  skirts  known  as  "  Lamboys,"  with 
ample  tuillettes,  with  corresponding  culettes  behind  attached 
to  the  front  and  back  pieces  of  the  cuirass  itself,  thus  form- 
ing a  complete  defence  of  overlapping  and  flexible  plates, 
fr-om  the  waist  to  the  knees.  Other  examples  may  be 
observed  on  pages  17,  23,  51,  74,  79.  In  the  Lady's  di'ess 
it  will  be  seen  that  she  wears  a  bodice  over  the  dress  ending 
in  a  point  in  ft-ont,  while  the  skirt,  which  is  short,  appears 
to  be  kept  out  by  hoops :  the  fi-ont  is  handsomely  embroid- 
ered :  round  the  neck  is  the  Elizabethian  ruff,  and  the  head 
dress  is  that  designated  the  "  Paris  liede  "  or  Mary,  Queen 
of  Scotts  cap.

Upon  the  north 
side  of  the  tomb  are  some  verses  held  up  by  an  angel,  the 
whole  being  surromided  by  a  twisted  band  having  roses

The  Lady  wears  a 
simple  and  graceful  dress,  with  collar  ;  the  dress  is  confined 
in  folds  about  the  waist  by  a  girdle  ;  the  full  sleeves  are 
gathered  up  at  the  wrists.  Gauntlets  worn  on  the  hands 
(see  also  page  53). 

No.  15.  Palimpsest  Brass. ^ — On  one  side  is  an  inscription  as  follows:  "Here 
lyeth  John  Savell,  Gentilman,  sutyme  Sarvant  to  Syr 
Thomas  Wiat,  Knight,  which  decessid  the  XXIXth  day  of 
Marche,  A.°  dni.  M.'V.'^XLV.,  on  whose  soule  Jhu  have 
mercy."  On  the  other  side  is  a  female  figure  in  three- 
quarter  view ;  guarding  her  left  shoulder  is  a  small  shield 
charged  with  a  cross  of  passion ;  her  left  hand  clutches  the 
throat  of  a  small  dragon  ;  at  the  feet  of  the  figure  is  a  scroll 
with  the  letters  "  orce,"  the  remains  of  the  word  "  Force." 
From  the  character  of  the  canopy  it  has  been  inferred  that 
the  brass  is  of  foreign  workmanship,  and  of  a  date  not  much 
earlier  than  1545  (see  Proceedings  of  the  Society  of  Anti- 
quaries).

No.  60.  SiE  KoBEET  DE  Septvans  :  1306.— The  last  military  brass  of  the 
reign  of  Edward  I.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  head  and  hands 
are  uncovered ;  this  is  somewhat  unusual ;  it  has  been  suggested 
that  this  may  denote  the  peaceful  death  of  the  knight.  The 
coif-de-mailles  is  thrown  back,  and  lies  on  the  breast  and 
shoulders  and  the  terminations  of  the  sleeves  of  the  hauberk 
hang  down  from  the  wrists.  Beneath  the  hauberk  appears 
the  quilted  under  garment  called  the  Haqueton ;  and 
chausses  of  similar  material  pass  over  the  knees,  forming  a 
pad  for  the  genouilHeres ;  their  edges  are  escaloped.  The 
sword  belt  and  scabbard  are  highly  ornamented,  and  the 
spurs  devoid  of  rowels.  The  long  and  flowing  surcoat  is 
emblazoned  with  the  arms  of  the  Family  ;  and  it  may  be 
seen  that  there  are  eight  fans  displayed  on  the  figure.  The 
legs  being  crossed  above  the  knees  denotes  that  the  knight 
is  a  crusader,  who  has  been  through  all  three  wars..

No.  60.  Sib  John  de  Cobham  :  2ud  Baron,  ob,  1354. — This  brass  and  those 
on  pages  33  and  34  belong  to  a  series  of  which  only  two 
other  specimens  exist,  viz.,  at  Mereworth,  Kent ;  and  at 
Drayton  Beauchamp,  Bucks.  The  inscription  is  pecuHar, 
no  other  is  known  exactly  like  it. —  "Pray  for  the  soul  of  the 
courteous  host."

No.  61.     Thomas  de  Cobham  :  ob.  1367. — Banded  mail  on  neck,  pourpoint 
or  studded  mail  on  thiglis. 
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COBHAM. 

No.  62.  Sir  John  de  Cobham  :  ob.  1407,  3rd  Baron. — Known  as  The  Founder; 
He  has  in  his  hands  the  model  of  a  church.  This  Ijrass  was 
laid  down  40  years  before  his  death.  He  founded  the 
college  of  Cobham  for  five  priests  to  say  masses  for  the 
repose  of  the  souls  of  his  ancestors.  Restored  and  beau- 
tified the  church.  Built  Cowling  Castle.  Joined  Sir 
Robert  Knollys  in  building  a  liridge  over  the  Medway  at 
Rochester.  Built  at  his  own  cost  a  chapel  dedicated  to  the 
Holy  Trinity  at  the  east  end  of  the  bridge.  In  1396  he  was 
tried  by  the  King  in  revenge  for  having  formed  one  of  the 
council  of  1386,  condenmed  lo  be  hanged,  drawn  and 
quartered,  but  commuted  to  banishment  for  life  to  Jersey. 
1399  Restored  to  titles  and  estates  on  accession  of  Henry 
IV.  It  is  however  micertain  where  he  was  buried,  as  a 
monument  formerly  existed  in  the  chiirch  of  Greyfiiars, 
London,  to  a  John  de  Cobham,  Baron  of  Kent.  The  canopy 
is  surmounted  by  the  Blessed  Virgin  and  Child. 
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COBHAM. 

No.  63.  Lady  Margajbet  de  Cobham  :  ob.  1375. — Who  was  first  mamed  to 
Matthew  Fitzherbert,  and  secondly  to  Sir  Wiiham  Pynipe. 
She  wears  the  sideless  cote-hardi,  buttoned  down  the  front 
and  worn  over  a  close-fitting  tunic  ;  the  sleeves  are  tight 
and  buttoned  below  (see  also  page  8).  The  head  dress  is 
that  known  as  the  Reticulated. 
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COBHAM. 


No.  64.  Maud,  Lady  de  Cobham  :  1380. — Daughter  of  Sir  William  Pympe. 
The  costume  is  the  sideless  cote-hardi,  huttoned  in  front  to 
the  waist  and  having  a  horder  at  the  foot  ;  the  sleeves  are 
tight  and  buttoned  below,  and  continued  to  cover  tlie  backs 
of  the  hands  ;  over  this  a  mantle  is  thrown,  whicli  is  con- 
fined by  a  hea^'y  cordon  crossing  from  shoulder  to  shoulder. 
Here  is  shown  an  early  example  of  the  Reticulated  head- 
dress ;  by  this  arrangement  the  hair  was  enclosed  within  a 
species  of  thin,  close  cap  which  encircled  the  face,  and  was 
represented  by  a  series  of  zig-zag  lines — from  this  cap  the 
hair  is  allowed  to  escape  and  fall  on  the  shoulders,  and 
there  rolled  up  within  other  Reticulated  coverings.  The 
dog  at  foot  is  of  a  very  large  size,  and  has  a  collar  garnished 
with  small  bells.

No.  65  .  Lady  Margaret  de  Cobham  :  ob.  1395. — Wife  of  Sir  Joliu  de  Cobhaiii, 
Founder  (page  34).  Habited  in  a  kirtle  and  mantle,  with  a 
Reticulated  head  dress.

The  stem  and 
a  portion  of  one  flower  only  remain.

No.  69  Sib  Regenald  Braybrok  :  ob.  1405. — Under  a  single  canopy,  sur- 
mounted by  another  smaller  one,  in  which  is  represented 
the  Holy  Trinity.  The  Holy  Spirit,  the  Dove,  not  sitting 
on  the  cross,  as  in  other  examples,  but  flying  "  proceeding 
from  the  Father  and  the  Son."  On  two  pedestals  at  foot 
are  represented  Reginald  and  Robert,  his  sons.

Blanks  have  been  left  in  the  inscription  for  the  date  of 
Sir  John  Brooke's  death,  which  took  place  on  March  9th, 
1511 ,  but  the  date  was  never  completed.

The  Lady's  dress  is  that  usually  worn  at  this  period 

No.  169.  Knight  of  the  Northwode  Family  about  1480.  Having 
tuilles,  elbow  pieces  and  genouillieres  of  extravagant  size, 
the  latter  have  overlapping  plates  to  guard  the  joints  behind  ; 
pauldrons  with  their  shoulder  ridges,  and  gauntlets.  The 
sword  is  girded  in  front,  crossing  from  right  to  left.

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MINSTER. 

No.  170.  Sm  John  de  Northwode  and  Lady  Joan  his  Wife  :  both  of 
whom  died  a.d.  1320. — These  brasses  from  their  peculiar 
habits  and  equipments,  are  supposed  to  have  been  engraved 
in  France.  The  efl&gy  of  the  Knight  is  in  the  cross-legged 
attitude,  but  the  lower  portion  of  the  brass  is  a  "  re- 
storation," executed  in  or  soon  after  a.d.  1511  ;  (vide 
ArchcBologia  Cantiana  ix.  149-153J.  Mr.  J.  E.  Waller 
therein  describes  the  differences  between  this  newer  portion 
and  the  upper  part  of  the  figure.  At  the  time  of  that 
restoration,  circa  1511  part  of  the  shield  and  surcoat 
was  not  replaced.  This  has  been  done  within  the  last 
twenty  years,  and  a  new  slab  has  been  given  (to  hold  the 
brasses,)  at  the  cost  of  the  Rev.  C.  H.  Norwood.  The 
Knight  is  represented  as  wearing  a  plain  bascinet  with  en- 
riched border,  and  it  assumes  a  swelling  form  ;  a  camail  of 
banded  ring-mail,  finished  over  the  breast  in  large  engrailed 
escallops ;  a  hauberk  of  similar  material,  a  cyclas  and 
hauqueton.  Attached  to  an  ornamental  staple  projecting  on 
the  left  side  from  the  cyclas,  is  a  chain  which  passes  over 
the  shoulder  for  the  pui-pose  of  securing  the  tilting-helm ; 
the  staple  itself  is  screwed  or  rivetted  to  a  plastron-de-fer 
or  mamehere,  a  plate  of  steel  secured  to  the  hauberk  beneath 
the  cyclas  for  additional  protection.  The  upper  arms  have 
no  defences  of  plate  with  the  exception  of  escalloped 
coudieres  and  corresponding  roundels,  at  the  elbows  and 
shoulders  ;  the  lower  arms  have  vambraces  of  small  overlap- 
ping plates,  probably  of  steel,  the  hands  are  bare.  The  shield 
is  large  and  hollow,  and  charged  with  ermine,  a  cross  en- 
grailed gules,  for  Northwode,  and  it  is  suspended  from  a  very 
long  guige,  in  front  of  the  left  thigh,  immediately  below  the 
sword  hilt.  The  sword  is  girded  by  a  belt  buckled  round 
the  waist ;  the  head  rests  on  an  embroidered  cushion.  In 
the  lady's  effigy  (which  Mr.  Waller  believes  to  have  occu- 
pied originally  a  separate  slab  or  tomb,)  we  have  a  very 
curious  example  of  the  female  costume  of  the  period.  She 
wears  a  long  and  rather  closely  fitting  kirtle,  with  tight 
sleeves  terminating  in  naiTOw  bands  at  the  wrists,  and  over 
this  a  flowing  mantle,  lined  with  vair,  wrapped  about  the 
entire  person,  and  gathered  up  under  the  right  arm  ;  the 
arms  appear  through  openings  ma,de  for  the  purpose. 
From  the  shoulders,  in  front  of  the  figure,  fall  the  long 
pointed  lappets  of  this  singular  outer  garment,  hned 
throughout  with  variegated  fur.  The  hair  is  plaited  on 
each  side  of  the  face,  and  the  throat  and  chin  are  enveloped 
in  a  most  disfiguring  wimple  ;  the  head  rests  on  a  cushion 
diapered  with  a  pattern   unlike  that  under  the  male  head.

No.  181.  Small  Cross,  with  Inscription  for  Thomas  Bullaten, 
Son  of  Sir  Thomas  Bullen  (page  70) . 

PRESTON  (next  FAVERSHAM). 

No.  182.  Bennet  Finch  :  1612. — She  wears  a  short  skirt  with  the 
front  handsomely  embroidered,  and  lappets  over  the  hips, 
bodice  laced  down  the  front,  the  Elizabethan  ruff,  Mary, 
Queen  of  Scot's  head  dress,  with  long  veil  hanging  down 
the  back  ;  and  boots  vnth  heels.

No.  183.  William  Maeeys  :  1469. — Esquire  to  Henry  V.  Avery 
fine  example  of  extravagant  knightly  armour,  like  that 
already  described  on  pages  3  and  83,  with  the  exception 
that  here  the  hands  appear  projecting  out  of  the  gauntlets; 
and  overlapping  plates  are  affixed  to  the  genouillieres, 
forming  a  safeguard  behind.  The  knight  does  not  wear 
spurs.  The  head  is  left  bare.  The  ground  on  which  this 
effigy  stands  is  somewhat  curiously  figured.  Two  scrolls 
are  arranged  on  either  side,  on  which  are  inscribed  the 
words  "  Mercy  Ihu." 

No.  184.  Valentynus  Babet  and  Cecilia  his  Wife  :  1440-2.  These 
two  examples,  which  were  very  prevalent  at  this  period,  are 
similar  to  those  on  pages  64  and  93 — for  male  effigy,  and 
pages  10  and  53 — for  female  effigy.  It  may  be  observed, 
that  the  taces  are  remarkable  from  the  number  of  their 
lames,  amounting  to  ten. 
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PLUCKLEY. 

No.  185.  Effigy  (supposed  to  repesent  John  Debing  who  died  in 
1517),  under  a  canopy  wearing  as  armour  the  steel  skirts  or 
Lamboyswith  tuillettes  (see  also  figures  on  pages  6,  17,  22, 
51,  74,  and  79.) 

No.  186.  Effigy  (supposed  to  represent  Eichard  Bering  who  died  in 
1547).  The  coat  of  mail  is  seen  behind  long  leaf-shaped 
tuilles  ;  the  neck  is  protected  bj  a  hausse  col  of  mail.  The 
sword  hangs  behind,  see  also  pages,  19,  26,  43,  and  61. 
It  is  perhaps  of  these  brasses  (Nos.  185  and  186)  that  Mr  J.  E. 
Waller  was  thinking — Archceologia  Cantiana  IX.  io5— when 
speaking  of  "brasses  .  .  .  which  have  so  suspicious  an 
appearance  that  it  is  most  sure  they  do  not  represent  the 
work  of  a  contemporary  hand  .  .  .  Some  at  Pluckley 
belong  to  this  category." 

No.  187.  EicHAED  Malmaines  :  1440.— Similar  armour  to  that 
represented  on  page  92. 

No.  188.  JuLYEN  Dertng,  "  gentylwoman,"  1526-7.— Habited  in  the 
simple  dress  of  this  period,  secured  at  the  waist  with 
massive  cinctures,  slung  loosely  about  the  person  and  having 
a  long  pendant. 
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RAINHAM. 

No.  189.  The  original  Brass  entire,  represented  a  male  figure  with 
three  wives,  four  children  and  an  inscription  ;  one  wife  and 
four  children  being  all  that  now  remain ;   about  c  1500. 

No.  190.  John  Noeden,  who  had  four  wives,  the  effigy  of  one  wife 
only  remains.  1580.  Four  children  are  represented  below. 
The  lady's  dress  varies  slightly  from  others  of  the  kind,  in- 
as-much  as  there  is  a  short  skirt  gathered  up  in  a  fold,  worn 
over  the  kirtle,  and  secured  by  a  girdle  with  pendant,  open 
collar  and  pedimental  head-dress. 

No.  191.  William  Bloor  :  1529.  This  dress  is  very  unique,  the 
robe  is  shorter  than  usually  represented,  the  fur  lining 
shown  to  better  advantage ;  there  ajjpears  to  view  a  short 
tunic,  which  is  ornamented  with  lace  forming  a  collar  round 
the  neck  and  also  round  the  edge,  the  merchant's  bag  hangs 
from  a  belt,  the  sabbatons  are  very  broad.  The  loose  sleeves 
of  the  robe  hang  in  very  graceful  folds. — The  inscription 
mentions  the  newly  acquired  title  of  King  Henry  VIII,  as 
"Fidei  Defensox." 

No.  192.  William  Aucher  :  1514. — Similar  armour  to  those  re- 
presented on  pages  43  and  93.

No.  197.  Valontyne  Edvarod,  1569,  with  Agnes  and  Joane,  his  two 
Wives.

ST.  LAWRENCE. 

No.  198.  Lady  Unknown:  c.  1480. —  She  wears  a  tight-fitting 
flowing  kirtle,  with  fur  cuffs,  with  a  loose  hanging  girdle 
and  long  pendent  handsomely  worked  at  the  foot.  The 
head-dress  is  that  known  as  the  Butterfly  head-dress. 

No.  199.  Nicholas  Manston,  1444. — In  plate  armour,  the  palettes 
here  have  a  peculiar  form,  and  the  narrow  transverse  belt  is 
buckled  in  front  of  the  figure  over  the  taces.  The  knight 
wears  the  collar  of  SS.  As  this  is  the  first  example  of  such 
a  collar  in  the  present  series  of  brasses,  it  may  be  as  well  to 
mention  that,  next  to  the  Garter,  it  was  the  most  celebrated 
knightly  decoration,  and  introduced  by  Henry  IV.;  this 
letter  S  repeated  either  in  links  of  Gold  or  in  gold  embroid- 
ery worked  upon  a  fillet  of  blue,  is  the  initial  of  the  word 
"  Souveraine,"  Henry's  motto.  It  is  usually  secured  in 
front  by  an  enriched  trefoil-shaped  clasp  attached  to  the 
collar  itself  by  buckles.

— The  figure  is  here  placed  on  a 
bracket  with  long  narrow  stem,  the  habit  being  similar  to 
example  on  page  1,  and  represents  the  same  effigy  as  that 
on  page  102.  This  forms  a  quite  new  and  elegant  mode  of 
arrangement. 

No.  211.  Thomas  Cowell. — A  small  effigy,  wrapped  loosely  in  a 
shroud.

No.  212.  Johannes  Sedley,  one  of  the  Auditors  of  the  King's  Ex- 
chequer, and  Ehzabeth  his  ^vife ;  1500,  with  their  five 
children.  Male  effigy  in  Merchant's  habit,  with  long  fur 
lined  sleeves  and  fur  collar,  the  merchant's  bag  hanging 
from  the  belt.  The  Lady  wears  the  usual  dress  of  this 
period,  a  kirtle  secured  at  the  waist  with  massive  cinctures 
slung  loosely  and  having  a  long  pendant.  Precatory  scrolls 
proceed  from  each  effigy  with  these  words  "  Sancta  Trinitas 
vu  deus  Miserere  nobis."  Over  the  top  of  the  figures  is  a 
small  brass  on  which  is  engraved  "  Dyg  not  w'yn  two  foote 
of  this  tombe." 

No.  213.  Inscription  commemorating  John  Sedley  (ob :  1581)  and 
his  wife  Ann  Golepeper  (ob:  1594.)  This  John  Sedley  was 
the  grandson  of  that  John  Sedley  who  was  Auditor  of 
the  Exchequer.

costume  of  the  first  half  of  the  fourteenth  century " 
he  was  not  aware  of  the  existence  of  this  brass  at  Upchurch.

— The  effigy  which  is  habited 
in  an  alb  and  chasuble,  with  apparels  encircling  the 
entire  sleeve  of  the  alb,  appears  within  a  quatrefoiled 
circle,  which  itself  is  enclosed  within  the  four  points  of  a 
rich  Greek  cross  fleury.  The  circle  is  charged  with  a  legend 
in  Longbardic  character.  "  Mestre  Nichol  de  Gore  gist  en 
ceste  place  Ihesu  Crist.     Prioms  ore  qe  merci  lui  face." 

No.  218.  Thomas  Haelaktnden,  Elizabeth  and  Margaret  his  Wives  : 
1558. — Their  10  children  are  represented  kneeling  behind 
their  parents,  who  are  also  in  a  kneeHng  position  behind 
faldstools.
